Will Afford Shelter for Fifteen 
Hundred Men. 


All Its Appointments Are Rich 
and Elegant. 


Guests Will be Accommodated at a 
Nominal Charge, Yet it is Ex- 
pected to Run at a Profit—No 
Bar in the House,

NEW YORK, Cet. 27.—!Special Dis- 
patch.] The formal opening of the Mille 
Hotel, a ten-story structure, built by 
D. O. Mills, at Bleecker, Thompson and 
Sullivan streets, took place tonight. 
Bishop Potter delivered praises, but 
that fact should not be construed as 
meaning that the hotel is to be con- 
ducted on sectarian lines. While the 
intent of the builder is in general of a 
philanthropic character, no distinction 
as regards creeds is to be made 

Mr. Mills made a short address, out- 
lining his plans in erecting the house, 
and told what he hoped to accomplish. 

Among the guests were ex-Mayor 
Abraham Hewitt and Chauncey M. De- 
pew, each of whom made a short ad- 
dress. The clerks’ quarters, just inside 
the main doors, were beaming with an 
imemnse rack, on which dangled brass 
| Checks attached to keys, which are to 
| be given out each night to applicants 
for lodgings in the 1500 rooms. 

The marble staircase was flanked 
with potted palms, the last touches 
to the vestibule had been given. Above 
stairs, sleeping-rooms, clean, bright 
and airy, were ready for occupancy, 
and the white sheets and downy pillows 
seemed most inviting. 

The cuisine is without ‘Joubt the 
most interesting feature of the hotel 
below stairs, and is presided over by a 
steward. first-class chef and a corps 
of asvistants, while tn the dining-hall

BELLAIRE (0.,) Oct. 27.—Senator 
Hanna put in a busy day campaigning 
in the industrial towns of Eastern 
Ohio. He made five separate speeches, 
concluding with an address at the 
Elysian Theater here this evening. The 
first meeting was at the Laughlin tin- 
plate mills, where the Senator was told 
the employés have received an advance 
in wages ranging from $4.60 to $24 a 
month since the passage of the Dingley 
law. Senator Hanna was received at 
the works by a_ salute from all the 
whistles. He was greeted with ap- 
plause by the workmen, and made a 
speech, in which he appealed for sup- 
port for the administration. 

At the conclusion of his Martin’s 
Ferry speech he boarded a train for 
this place, reaching the theater at 9 
o'clock. In beginning his speech Mr, 
Hanna said: “I am delighted to stand 
before so many working people of your 
city. All know that I have the repu- 
tation of being a labor crusher. Under 
a protective system we are again re- 


Wise tariff legislation. We told the 
workingmen we would go further for 
their interests and also protect them 
against the pauper labor of Europe, 
We want protection against those peo- 
ple, who are filling their pockets at the 
expense of American laborers. 

“I am told that the great free-silver 
prophet is coming to Ohio the last few 
days of the campaign to tell the peo- 
ple that they did not know what they 
were talking about last year. Bryan 
said wheat and silver always went 
hand in hand. Soon after September 
1, 1896, they parted company and 
knocked Mr. Bryan's argument into a 
cocked hat. Then he set up the cry of 
class legislation and attempted to pit 
the poor against the rich. I say to you 
that any man who makes statements 
tending to incite the people against 
their fellow-men ought to be put in 
the penitentiary.” 


BRYAN’S TOUR.

VAN WERT (0O.,) Oct. 27.—William 
J. Bryan began a short campaigning 
tour in Ohio this morning. He traveled 
in a private car. The first meeting 
was at.Montpelier, where an audience 
of 6000 persons from all parts of the 
country had assembled. 

Mr. Bryan questioned the honesty of 
the vote of Ohio last year, and then 
took up the silver question. He said 
the Republican party up to this time 
had never declared that the gold 
standard was a good thing. It prom- 
ised last year, he said, to do what it 
could to get rid of the gold standard. 

He then reviewed the work of the 
Monetary Commission, which President 
McKinley sent to Europe, and said 
its mission had failed .because the 
money changers were opposed to it.

Four Indians Killed and Three 
Others Wounded—The Country 
Greatly Excited—An Uprising of 
Indians in Minnesota.

DENVER (Colo.,) 27.—A special | 
to the Republican from Rifte, Colo., 
says: “Game Warden Wilcox is still 
in the vicinity of Lily Park, and Dep- 
uty Sheriff Williams of Meeker has 
gone with a posse to join him. A meés- 
senger arrived in Meeker last night 
who was present at the fight. He veri- 
fies the first report in regard to the 
killing, claiming that seven Indians fe!l 
at the first fire of the officers, but only 
four were fatally wounded: ‘Phe coun- 
try is greatly excited, and a general 
outbreak of the Indians is feared. 
Deputy Warden Lytie is still out on 
lower White River. Warden 
went to the scene of the trouble this 
morning. It is thought that the band 
of Indians who made the fight have 
joined others in the vicinity, and are 
waiting for an opportunity to drop 
down on some unprotected ranchmen 
and avenge their dead. Scouts are out 
in all parts of the country, and any 
attempt at deviltry by the Indians will 
be promptly nipped in the bud. 
WHITE MEN KILLED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

DENVER, Oct. 27.—Gen. Otis has re-- 
ceived a telegram from the vicinity of 
the trouble between the Indians and 
game wardens, in which it was stated 
that white men as well as Indiavis were 
killed in the fight.

JUDGE HANFORD’S DECISION 
NULLIFIES TxE OLD. 


. The Supreme Court Will be Asked 
to Pass on the Mooted 
Question. 


WIVES OF CHINESE MERCHANTS

Judge de Haven Orders the Depor- 
tation of Chung Ki Foon—Food 
Cannot Reach the Frozen-in 

Whalers. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) Oct. 27.—In the 
Federal Court today Judge Hanford 
placed on file his written opinion in 
the case of the United States govern- 
ment against Mrs. Gue Lim. Now that 
the written opinion is on file it is 
said that United States District At- 
torney Brinker will immediately place 
its contents before Atty.-Gen. McKenna 
in the expectation that immetiate 
steps will be taken to have the decision 
appealed from. Government officers 
say that if the higher courts sustain 
Judge Hanford, Congress will have to 
enact a new exclusion law. 

In his decision Judge Hanford recites 
the fact that the defendant is the wife 
of a Chinese merchant, lawfully domi- 
ciled and doing business as a merchant 
in this State. She was arrested because 
she came to this country without the 
certificate from her home government, 
The question in the case is, says the 
court, whether she was entitled to be 
admitted on her arrival without the 
certificate required of Chinese persons 
privileged to enter by section 6 of the 
act of 1884. 

Judge Hanford refers to a case which 
came before Judge Deady, at Portland, 
Or., in 1890. Judge Deady held that the 
wife and minor child of a Chinese 
merchant, lawfully dwelling in the 
United States, were not of the laboring 
class and therefore not excluded from 
entering, and further held that section 
6 of the act of 1884, if applicable to 
such cases, must necessarily exclude 
them and deprive them of the rights 
granted by the treaty of 1880. 

“T find,” says Judge Hanford, “sup- 
port for this decision in the opinion 
of Judge Sawyer in the case of Ah 
Moy, wherein he shows that the Chi- 
nese exclusion acts were intended to 
apply to laborers as a class, and that 
the wife of a Chinese person has the 
same statue as her husband, and be- 
longs to the class to which he belongs, 
whether she is in fact a laborer or not. 


Also in the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the case of 
Ow Bew, wherein it was 


held that a Chinese merchant having 
an established mercantile business in 
the United States and maintaining 
therein a commercial domicile, upon re- 
turning from a temporary absence was 
entitled to enter and remain in this 
country without producing the certifi- 
cate required by section 6 of the act 
of 1884. I agree with Judge Deady that 
the admission of Chinese merchants’ 
families is not to be regarded as a mis- 
chief which the Chinese restriction and 
exclusion acts were intended to rem- 
edy. Chinese merchants in this coun- 
try are doing an important part, and 
no benefit whatever can accrue to the 
people of this country by depriving 
them of liberty to dwell within our bor- 
ders with their families, under the pro- 
tection of our laws.” 

' CHUNG KI FOON MUST GO. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—United 
States District Judge de Haven ren- 
dered an important decision this morn- 
ing in the deportation case of the 
United States vs. Chung Ki Foon. 

It was sought to deport Foon because 
he was without the certificate of resi- 
dence required of Chinese laborers by 
section 6 of the act of Congress of 
May 5, 1892. Foon arrived in Portland, 
Or., in 1887, and engaged in the general 
merchandise business until the year 
1892, when he came to California and 
went into the business of restaurant 
and lodging-house keeper. In Novem- 
ber of that year he was arrested on a 
charge of robbery and remained in the 
Kern county jail until January 25,. 1894, 
at the end of which time he was con- 
victed and entered upon @ five years’ 
term of imprisonment at San Quentin. 

In the opinion Judge de Haven held 
that the defendant was a laborer at 
the time of his arrest, and therefore or- 
dered him deported from the United 
States to China. 


FROZEN-IN WHALERS, 
No Food Supplies Nearer Than Four 
Hundred Miles, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—It was 
learned today that there are no sup- 
plies of any kind at the Point Uarrow 
station for the frozen-in whaiers, and 
the outlook for the imurisoned men is 
very gloomy. Should they require as- 
sistance the nearest point to which 
they can look for relief is Herschel 
Island, 400 miles away. When the ficet 
of 1889 was frozen in off Herald Isl- 
and, the United States equipped a re- 
lief station at Point Barrow, and laid 
in a bountiful supply of provisivns. 
Not long ago the government came to 
the conclusion that the place was a 
useless expense, and sold everything 
for $5000. The last of the supplies 
went on the Jeanie to the Pucifie 
Steam Whaling Company's vessel at 
Hersche! Island. 

THE FROZEN-IN VESSELS. 
EL) PRESS DAY REPORS.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—Capt. 
Cogan of the steam whaler Thrasher, 
from the Arctic says that the vessels 
which were to have wintered in the 
McKenzie River were the steam whal- 
ers Beluga, Baleana, Srampus, Nar- 
whal and Mary D>.Hume. The Jeanie 
took up the season's supplies for them, 
but now all of them are frozen up be- 

set in. 

The vessels which were expected to 
reach San Francisco this winter,.but | 
whiah were c ht in the ice were the 
steam whalers, Fearless, Orca, Newport, 
Jezesie H. Freeman and Belvedere, the 
ateam tender Jeanie, the bark Wan- 
derer and the schooner Rosario, Those 
of the fleet that had a fighting chance 
to get out were the steamers Jeanette 

William Bayliss and the barks Al- 
tee Knowles, John and Winthrop and 
Grayhead. When last seen the young 
ice was forming around them fast, and 
unless a storm from the south came 
up they also may be frozen in. There 
are over one thousand men on the 
vessels named, but if Point Barrow can 
‘be reaghed there will be no lack of 
provisions. Two of the fleet were lost 
during the season—the bark Cape Horn 
Pigeon in Hakodate Pass, and the Na- 
varoh off Point Barrow. In the wreck 
of the latter fourteen of the crew lost 
their lives and one of the rescued 
was killed om the

DIED SUDDENLY. — 


A Well-known Arizona Mining Man 
Passes Away.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Oct. 27.—Al Me- 
Cann, a well-known mining man, died 
very suddenly here early this morning. 
Prior to his death he seemed:in un- 
usually good spirits. He was seated in 
a chair at the Windsor Hotel, when he 
suddenly complained of dizziness and 
asked the clerk to assist him to his 
room. When he arose to proceed to 
the room he fell unconscious to ‘the 
floor. Medical aid was summoned and 
he recovered consciousness, but ex- 
pired in about half an hour. 

McCann’s brother, who died recently 
in California, was the original discov- 
erer of the Big Bug onyx mines, re- 
cently sold to eastern capitalists, and 
Mr. McCann owned an interest in 
them, recefving several thousand dol- 
lars as his share of the proceeds of the 
sale. Paralysis of the heart was the 
cause of death.

MYSTERIOUS BQOMB-THROWING. 


Attempt to Wreck a House and Kill 
the Inmates. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICO, Oct. 27.—Word has just. been 
received. here of the wrecking of the 
farm house of J. J. Sanders.and the at- 
tempted murder of the inmates at mid- 
night on Monday. Sanders, with two 
friends, who were in the house, had 
retired when, without warning, a large 
bomb was thrown through the window. 
The bomb exploded, wrecking the 
-house, but the inmates escaped with a 
few bruises. The bomb-throwing has 
created intense excitement in the 
neighborhood, and if those guilty of the 
outrage can be identified they will be 
summarily dealt with. No explanation 
can be attributed for the outrage. 


TAKING LONG LEAVE. 


Nearly All of the Baltimore’s Crew 
Are Deserting.

The firm 
has been in business here for many 
years, and has stood well in commer- 
cial circles. The present embarrass- 
ment is due largely to the closing of 
the New Orleans market and the stag- 
nation of trade in New York. The fight 
between the California Winemakers’

Association, resulting in a depression 
of prices, has also contributed to the 
failure. The firm claims to have suffi- 
cient assets to pay off all claims if 
properly handled. 


‘DAN DUTCHER’S FATE. 


It is Now Many Hours in the Hands 
of the Jury.

Tale Lands Found Suitable 
Beet Cultivation.

BERKELEY, Oct. 27.—A new portion 
of California has been proven suitable 
for the raising of sugar beets by inves- 
tigations made by the agricultural de- 
partment of the University of Cali-

“Reclaimed tule land will grow 
sugar beets,” said Dr. E. W. Hilgard, 
dean of the College of Agriculture. 
“This discovery will enlarge the beet- 
growing territory of the State. Hith- 
erto tule land has been thought suit- 
able for forage crops only. Now we 
know beets can be profitably grown 
upon it.”

A LIGHTED CIGARETTE. 


THE CAUSE OF MUCH DAMAGE IN 
ST. LOUIS. 


Wabash General Offices and Other 
Establishments Burned Oat 
Through a Clerk’s Carelessness. 
Many Narrow Escapes. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
ST. LOUIS, Oct. 27.—A lighted cigar- 
ette dropped by a thoughtless cierk, is 
supposed to have caused the fire, which 
this afternoon practically gutted the 


building at the corner of Seventh and 


Chestnut streets, occupied by the gen- 
eral offices of the Wabash Raliroad. 
The fire broke out in the attic, which 
was stored with old papers and docu- 
ments, and within five minutes was a 
roaring furnace. | 

During all this excitement seven 
young women employed in one of the 
inner mailing rooms of the fourth floor 
had not been notified, and were still 
working, unconscious of their peril. 
When they did discover their situa- 
tion, they found to their horror that 
it was impossible to reach the stairs, 
as the stairway was burning fiercely, 
but they all reached the ground safely 
by means of the fire escape. 

Without warning, the electric wires 
were clipped, and in an instant the 
throngs were madly falling back, as 
flashes of blue and yellow lightning 
sputtered from the ends of the deadly 
wires that came falling to the ground. 
Nobody was injured but a wire struck 
a fire horse, killing it in its tracks. 
At 1:50 o’clock the roof fell with a 
crash. A. R. Field, a clerk, was carry- 
ing some books from the first floor 
when the crash came. Flying debris 
struck him on the head tearing it 
open down to the end of the nose. He 
was quickly removed in am ambulance, 
and his injuries may result fatally. 

The fire came so suddenly that the 
Wabash Company was prevented from 
saving anything. Every record in the 
office of the chief engineer, rights-of- 
way, real estate deeds and surveys of 
every description were destroyed. An 
officer of the company estimates their 
loss at $500,000. Real estate men place 
the value of the building at $400,000. 
The Wabash Company had secured new 
ls the fire was under con- 
trol.

tem. “In the article previously pub- 
lished in these columns,” says The 
Times, “to which the San José Mer- 
cury refers, the Times considered the 
subject only in semi-seriousness, npoint- 
ing out some of the advantages which 
might result from the carrying out 
of the scheme, but by no meane giving 
it an unqualified indorsement. But if 
San Diego really wants to quit sliding 
down our cellar door, hollering in our 
rain-barrel, playing in our backyard, 
and all that sort of thing: in short, if 
she is determined to pack up her play- 
things and go far, she shall have our 
blessing. We will refrain from aoply- 
ing the boot to her retreating form, 
but we shal! certainly not call out the 
militia to prevent her departure."’ |

| Hoshi Was Led to Believe That the 

United States Would not Annex 

| the Islands and Japan 
Could. 


[BY THE TINES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—[(Special 
| Dispateh.] The Chronicle’s§ special 
| from Honolulu October 20, says: ‘The 
Hawaiian government is in possession 
of official information to the effect that 
Mr. Hoshi, Japan’s Minister to Wash- 
ington, will be recalled when he reaches 
home and that the ‘little brown men’ 
will be represented by another man 
after December 1. The information to 
this government was given in confi- 
dence, as it is said that it will not be 
made public until the latter part of 
next month. 

‘Japan has been much humiliated, it 
dis said, over th> outcome of the im- 
migration muddle, and the _ entire 
blame for affairs rests on Minister 
Hoshi’s shoulders. The story goes that 
the Japanese diplomat and John D. 
Spreckels became fast friends in Wash- 
ington last winter, and exchanged con- 
fidences on many occasions. 
was informed by Sperckels, it is de- 
eclared, that the Hawaiian Islands 
could never be annexed to the United 
States, and became convinced that such 
was the case. He at once advised his 


| government of his views, and had so 


much confidence in the statements of 
the Sugar King’s son that he succeeded 
in making out a strong case against 
the possibility of annexation. 

“Upon his report, so the story goes, 
the Japanese government determined 
to go ahead with his immigration-colo- 
nization scheme. The prompt action of 
this government in putting a stop to the 
flood of Asiatics and the determined at- 
titude of the United States government 
in backing up this government, were a 
great surprise to the Japanese min- 
istry. The people of Japan were wild 
over affairs. The ministry, to appease 
the wrath of the people, sent the cruiser 
Naniwa here. Again the United States 
made apparent its policy by dispatch- 
ing the Philadelphia in time to be on 
the ground before the arrival of the 
Japanese cruiser. 

“Mr. Akiyama, special councilor sent 
here on a warship to report on the sit- 
uation, only succeeded in further com- 
plicating matters by advising the gov- 
ernment to remain firm in the siand 
taken to enforce treaty rights, as the 
present present Japanese Ministry pro- 
fessed to interpret them. The bluff 
would not work. Akiyama was cailed 
home in disgrace, and the Japanese 
newspapers are now ready to admit 
that his recent attempt at suicide by 
|harakari was due to his failure to 
advise his government as to the condi- 
tions really existing here und the real 
intimacy of this government and the 
United States.” 


HAWAIIAN ADVICES.

Another Step in the Diplomatic 
Controversy with Japan. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—The fol- 
lowing Hawaiian advices under date of 
the 20th inst., arrived this morning per 
the steamship Australia from Hono- 
lulu: 

The reply of the Hawaiian govern- 
ment to Japan's last letter will soon 
be forwarded, and another step taken 
in the diplomatic controversy. The 
President and Cabinet are busily en- 
gaged on the document, which is said 
to -be more pacific than any previous 
communication. The Japanese govern- 
ment is very indefinite on the subject 
of the amount of-its claims, and its 
main point apparently is the establish- 
ment of a precedent, rather than ex- 
acting compensation for injury done. 
Minister Shimamura, having no au- 
thority to accept the proposed amend- 
ments, the protocol will have to be 
sent to Tokio for approval, so that ne- 
gotiations must continue several weeks 
longer. The steamer China, which sails 
hence October 29, will carry Hawaii's 
reply, and a response may be expected 
by the Doris, due here on December 10. 

The U.8.8S. Yorktown arrived from 
the China station on the 15th, and wil! 
remain until the arrival of the Balti- 
more.

THE “WHITE CHARIOT.” | 


What’ Ever necame of George Wash- 
ington’s Famous Coach? 


[Philadelphia Times:] Smith D. Fry, 
the Times’ Washington correspondent, 
was requested to make inquiry,“ he nct 
being informed of the purpose of the 
investigation, as to what had become | 
of George Washington's coach that car- | 
ried him to Congress, and to what use 
it was being subjected. He was not in- 
formed of the British accusation. His 
Official repcrt to the Times is a most 
interesting contribution to the subject. 
Here it is: 

“What has become of George Wash- 
ington’s coach? Where is the famous 
‘white chariot’ which was the pride of 
the father of his country? That is a 
question whichhas puzzled many minds 
and its answer has occupied the time 
and attention of practical antiquarians 
for a number of years. It has long 
been known that of all his private pos- 
sessions, there was no one thing of 
which George Washington was more 
proud than his ‘white charict.’ In that 
comfortable conveyance he spent many 
hours of leisure, free from care, and 
often in drowsy restfulness. It is a 
matter of record that he once traveled 
@ ‘thousand miles and back in the 
‘white chariot,’ accompanied by his 
wife; and the vehicle was so strong 
that it afterward needed no repairs. 
Ever since the home and tomb of 
Washington came into the possession 
of the Lady Regents, who have: pre- 
served and beautified it, there has been 
a strong desire on their part to find the 
famous coach. But the quest was a 
long time fruitless and constantly dis- 
couraging. For several years past 
there has been seen near the mansion 
at Mt. Vernon a small frame house 
labeled ‘Coach-house,’ and in it visitors 
have beheld an ancient family carriage 
placarded ‘Owned and Used by George 
Washington.’ Guides have made no ag- 
gressive claim that the ancient car- 
riage was the genuine ‘white chariot,’ 
and visitors have not looked upon the 
relic with veneration. It has been re- 
garded as an apocrypal coach. Never- 
theless, it was really owned and used 
by George Washington: but it is not 
the vehicle in which Washington rode 
to Congress.”

QUARANTINE DECLARED UPON 
FREIGHT FROM THE SOUTH. 


Three Carloads of Bananas Now En 
Route from New Orleans Will be 
Fumigated on Their Arriwal. 
General Mannger Nevin’s Van- 
derbilt Sentiments. 


Quarantine has been declared by the 
City Board of Health against all 
freight coming from New Orleans and 
other southern points ‘which are in- 
fected with yelHow fever. This im- 
portant action was taken at a special 
meeting of the board, which was held 
yesterday noon at the Mayor's office. 
Notice of the quarantine will be serv ed 
at once upon the railroads. 

The meeting was called to determine 
whether three carloads of bananas, 
now on their way from New Orleans, 
should be permitted to enter the city. 
They are expected to arrive tonight 
over the Santa Fé. 

The members of the health board 
were agreed that the danger of yellow 
fever breaking out in Los Angeles is 
exceedingly slight, as climate condi- 
tions are not favorable to the dissemi- 
nation of the disease. It was neverthe- 
less deemed best to adopt preventive 
measures in ample season. The board 
considered that the three carloads of 
bananas en route to the city might 
be a source of danger, and the Health 
Officer was’ accordingly instructed to 
fumigate them on their arrival, unless 
it should prove that they had been fu- 
migated at Barstow by Dr. Hill of the 
State Board of Health. 

Dr. Powers explained to the board 

that the bananas came originally 
from Central America to New Orleans, 
where they were placed in fumigated 
cars. They were subjected to another 
fumigation before leaving New Or- 
leans, the work being done under the 
supervision of the United States Ma- 
rine TFTiosr’tal Service. The toard 
finally instructed Dr. Powers to ad- 
mit the three cars of bananas, but to 
refuse admission hereafter to all other 
consignments of fruit or other freight 
from yellow-fever points. He was also 
instructed to serve notice upon the 
railroads of the action taken. 
' General Manager W..G. Nevin of the 
Southern California Railroad was asked 
yesterday as to the effect that the pro- 
hibition of the health board would 
have upon the Santa Fé tratfic. He 
replied that the road was handling no 
freight from infected points. Freight 
is taken from Houston and Galveston, 
but while there is dengue fever there 
is no yellow fever at either of these 
places, 

Mr. Nevin was at first inclined to 
doubt the statement that the bananas 
shipped en route to Los Angeles were 
shipped over the Santa Fé but upon 
inquiry he found that this was the 
case. When asked what point they 
were shipped from, he replied: 

“I don’t care to state what point 
they were shipped from, I think we will 
keep to ourselves such information as 
we have.’ The business of a railroad 
does not concern the public. I don’t 
care to give any information about 
the matter. I will think it over, how- 
ever, and if I conclude to let you 
know, I will send you word.” The re- 
porter left and Mr. Nevin did some ex- 
peditious thinking. Ten minutes later 
the telephone rang in the Times office. 


Mr. Nevin’s private secretary proved 


to be at the other end of the line, and 
he said: “Mr. Nevin wishes me to say 
that those bananas were received at 
Kansas City via the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott, and Memphis line. We do not 
know the original point of shipment.” 

For Mr. Nevin’s enlightenment as to 
the affairs of his road, it was ascer- 
tained through other channels that the 
fruit was shipped originally from Cen- 
tral America to New Orleans, where it 
was packed in cars and forwarded to 
Kansas City.

DECISION IN A CELEBRATED CAL- 
IFORNIA LAND CASE,

Against the Southern Pacific—Gov- 
ernment’s Claim to Nearly a 
Million Acres of Land Upheld. 
End of Litigation That Has Oc- 
cupied Lawyers for Years. 


[Washington Post:] The celebrated 


land-grant case of the United States. 


against the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company and several hundred other 
parties was finally decided by the 
United States Supreme Court yester- 
day, Justice Harlan giving the opinion. 
The case directly involved nearly a mil- 
lion acres of land, and indirectly de- 
termines the title to upward of three 
million acres. The lands, situated in 
the southern part of California, were 
those granted by Congress in 1866 to aid 
in the construction of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad, which located its line 
of railroad from the Missouri River 
westward by Albuquerque to the Pa- 
cific Ocean at Ventura. This railroad 
not having been constructed the grant 
was forfeited by an act of Congress in 
1886. 

The Southern Pacific. Railroad Com- 
pany and the other defendants claimed 
this land under a grant made by Con- 
gress in 1871, which overlapped the At- 
lantic and Pacific grant, and they fur- 
ther claimed that, as the Atlantic and 
Pacific grant was forfeited, the grant 
of 1871 attachéd to these lands. Nearly 
one hundred thousand acres of these 
lands were patented to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad and the balance of the 
lands, while not patented, have been 
held and claimed by that company for 
nearly a quarter of a century. 

The government instituted this liti- 
gation to recover these lands about ten 
years ago, and for that purpose Joseph 
H. Call was appointed a special attor- 
ney for the United States, and he has 
had charge of the litigation from its 
commencement down to its final con- 
clusion yesterday. The Southern Pa- 
cific Company and the other defendants 
have been’ represented by eminent 
counsel, including Joseph H. Choate, 
James C. Carter and Charles H. Tweed 
of New York City: also by Judge E. 
L. Payson, J. Hubley Ashton of Wash- 
ington, William F. Herrin, William 
Singer, Jr., and Joseph G. Redding of 
San Francisco. 

This suit was brought in the United 
States Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of California, and a decision 
having been rendered there in favor of 
the government, an appeal was taken 
to the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, which court affirmed the 
judgment of the Circuit Court, and 
from that decision the case was carried 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which court affirms the judg- 
ment of the courts below and estab- 
lishes the rights of the United States 
to these lands. The judgment of the 
court is not only against the claim of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad to these 
lands, but is also against the Central 
Trust Company of New York City and 
other trustees for mortgage bondhold- 
ers, it having been contended that inas- 
much as a mortgage was made by the 
Southern Pacific of these lands to se- 
cure their bonds, that such bondholders 
were bona fide purchasers. The Su- 
preme Court declares itself against 
this, and establishes the title of the:

SECRETARY LONG’S EXHIBITION OF 
WEAKNESS. 

According to a dispatch printed in 
THE Times of yesterday, the Secretary 
of the Navy revoked permission of the 
Marine Band to go to Chicago to fur- 
nish music at a horse show, because 
of protests of labor unions. If this is 
a statement of fact, it reflects seriously 
upon the nerve, manhood and inde- 
pendence of the official who stands at 
the head of one of the great depart- 
ments of this government, and exhibits 
him as a weak and cringing creature 
who ought to have his backbone put 
into splints. 

The Marine Band is as essentially a 
part of the governmental forces as a 
ship of the white squadron, or as a 
troop of Uncle Sam’s cavalry; and for 
any set of men to say that its mem- 
bers are to be tabooed because they do 
not belong to a trades union is a spe- 
cies of impudence that approaches the 
monumental. If this sort of thing 
keeps up, we will have the jaw dele- 


_ gates demanding that postmasters, and 


soldiers, and stokers on men-of-war, 
and even members of the President’s 
Cabinet must belong to some sort of 
a union or else be considered personae 
non gratae to the workers who work by 
resting. If Secretary Long has fallen 
down to the cheeky and unreasonable 
demands of the Debs and Gompers 
class of cattle, ‘he plainly indicates 
that he is out of place at the head of 
the Navy Department, which demands 


aman of nerve and determination, and 


not one who has vertebrae of gristle. 

It is a beautiful state of affairs, in- 
deed, when an auxiliary of the govern- 
ment, an organization of enlisted men, 
who recéive their pay from the people, 
is to be sent piking at the behest of 
the mountebanks who discredit labor, 
foster insurrection and incite to riot. 
Secretary Long, if he has done this 
thing, ought to resign and give the 
President a chance to place in charge 
of the naval forces of the country a 
man who is strong enough not to fall 
down when a walking delegate blows 
his breath on him! 


SLAUGHTER OF RAILWAY EMPLOYEES 

The Boston Journal has compiled 
some startling figures showing the 
death rate, by reason of accidents, 
among railway employés, and the pro- 
portion of men who are injured among 
workmen engaged in that branch of 
industry. The statistics; when sum- 
marized, show a state of things which 
will surprise most persons not familiar 
with the facts. 3 

It appears that in the great army of 
railroad men, about 1900, or one out of 


_ every 444, were killed by accident last 


year, and that over 4000, or one in 
every 211, were injured. Of the train- 
men, one was killed for every 152 em- 
ployed, and one out of every ten was 
injured more or less seriously. The 
Journal says: 

“How many persons know that the 
death roll of the railroad men last year 
was half as large again ds that of the 
bloody battle of Fredericksburg? In 
all, 1284 of Burnside’s boys in blue fell 
dead on Marye’s Heights and along the 
banks of the Rappahannock; almost 
1900 railroad men perished at their 
posts of duty. This is more than the 
1735 who bell on the Union side at 
Shiloh in both the day of defeat and 
the day of victory; it is within a few 
score of the 2010 who died at Antietam 
in the most fatal single day’s combat 
of the rebellion; it is more than two- 
thirds of the host of 2834 who gave up 
their lives in the terrible three days of 
Gettysburg. Those were the slaughters 
of war; this is the slaughter of peace. 
But is it necessary? And how long is 
it going to continue?” 

The statistics of passengers killed are 
in striking contrast to the mortality 
among railway employés. The number 
of passengers killed was 181, or one for 
every 2,827,474 carried; while the num- 
ber of passengers injured was nearly 
3000, or one for every 178,132 trans- 
ported 


Safety appliances without number, 
designed to protect railway employés 
and passengers, have been patented, 
and many of these appliances have been 
put into use; but notwithstanding all 
these devices, the mortality among 
employés was greater last year than in 
the preceding year. It is hardly to be 
denied that the casualties, whether 
among employés or passengers, were 
greater than they should have been. 

-While some accidents will happen in 
spite of the utmost human precautions, 
the number of persons killed and in- 


op jured on American railways is consid- 


erably in excess of the numbers killed 
and injured on English and continental] 
roads. One reason for this is that our 


" poadbeds are not 60 well constructed 
and cared for as are those of Europe. 


Another reason is that less care is ex- 
ercised in railroad operation and man- 
agement in this country than in the 
Old World. We take greater chances 
than our European cousins, as Ameri- 
cans are wont to do in most matters, 
and we reap the consequences in the 
greater frequency of accidents. 


WHAT IT MEANS. 

Referring to the recent purchase of 
the celebrated Cerritos ranch, in this 
county, and the prospective building 
thereon of a large beet-sugar factory, 
the Portland Oregonian takes the fol- 
lowing view of the general significance 
of the transaction, which view is cor- 
rect: 

“This event may be said to possess 
more than local significance. It shows 
that business conservatism is relaxing 
its hold upn the purse-strings of capi- 
tal; that men who have a talent for 
handling as well as making money are 
taking stock, so to speak, in prosper- 
ity’s promise, and are willing to risk 
their money upon its fulfillment. When 
men of business sagacity are willing 
to invest of the ample means accumu- 
lated thereby in great industrial onter- 
prises, and prove this willingness by 
actual investment, the dawn of busi- 
ness prosperity and industrial activity 
should no longer be spoken of as a 
thing the coming of which is ardently 
hoped for, since it is already here. The 
fact that harvesters in the great field 
of enterprise are already up and doing, 
in full confidence that substantial 
profits will again wait upon their en- 
deavor, is the best possible proof that 
a new era of industrial activity has 
dawned.” 

Some of the calamity screechers are 
still standing about on their hind 
legs—also on the street corners—pro- 
claiming in loud voices of the cross- 
cut-saw brand that the revival of in- 
dustry is still afar off, and that it can- 
not come until free silver coinage or 
some other crank scheme is adopted 
by the national government. But 
while they are thus disturbing the at- 
mosphere—and the peace—capital in 
all parts of the country is steadfly 
seeking and finding new fields for in- 
vestment, the opportunities for legiti- 
mate industry are increasing, there is a 
growing demand for labor, with an up- 
ward tendency of wages, and the mar- 
ket for the products of farm and fac- 
tory is constantly improving. | 

The transaction above referred to is 
but one of many similar transactions, 
already accomplished or projected, 
since the people of the United States 
decided, one year ago, to make a radi- 
cal change in the national policy and 
administration. If the present policies 
and principles be continued in force 
until they can be afforded ample op- 
portunity to work out their beneficient 
results, the wave of prosperity will 
spread over the land in ever-widening 
circles, and its benefits will accrue to 
all the people.

The able editor of the Buffalo (N. Y.) 
Courier-Record—among an unnum-

_LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Justice Rockwell’s Explanation. 


COMPTON, Oct. 27, 1897.—[{To the 
Editor of The Times:] Will you kindly 
allow me space to correct a statement 
in yesterday’s Times regarding the 
Davis case, which was tried yesterday, 
the 26th inst., before Judge Young? 
It is stated therein that the Judge at 
Compton set the verdict of the jury 
aside, giving as his reasons for so do- 
ing that he considered Davis inno- 
cent. These are the facts which can 
be confirmed by reference to the pa- 
pers on file in Judge Young’s court. 
The case came to me from San Pedro. 
It was ed before a full jury. After 
about four hours’ deliberation they 
brought in a verdict of guilty, as 
charged. Two of them told me, after- 
ward, that they stood six to Six until 
one of their number found, in the Code, 
the definition of battery. Davis ad- 
mitted using force on the girl; they 
accordingly found him guilty. Defen- 
dant asked stay of judgment, and he 
was granted three days. In the mean 
time I stated that upon thé evidence 
adduced, and the law, I should have 
deemed it my duty to discharge the 
defendant, believing that a man has 
a right to protect his family. On ap- 
pearing for sentence defendant filed 
two affidavits with a motion for a new 
trial, setting forth the fact that during 


them left the room and absented 
themselves for the space of twenty 
minutes, and others shoved up the 
window and conversed with parties on 
the outside. Upon this representation 
I granted a new trial, I having no dis- 
cretion in the matter. 

At the new trial defendant wished 
the case tried without a jury, which 
I refused to do, deeming myself dis- 
qualified by having expressed an opin- 
ion. Thereupon defendant filed proper 
affidavits for change of venue, which 
was granted. There has been consid- 
rable talk about this case, both in 
Compton and San Pedro, and I wish

DANA’S OTHER SIDE. 


THAT WHICH THE WORLD DID 
NOT SEE IN HIM. 


He Was Active in the Conduct of 

7 His Newspaper Almost to the 
End—His Youth and Early For- 
mative Influences-— The. Brook 
Farm Episode. 


Of all men in American journalism, 
Mr. Dana was perhaps the most accom- 
plished lingually, says the New York 
Commercial Advertiser. The classics 
were at his tongue’s end, and he spoke 
French, German, Italian and Danish al- 
most as well as English, of which he 
was an acknowledged master. His 
readiness in acquiring languages was 
extraordinary. 

He was a collector and lover of rare 
editions of all sorts, but his love for 
the rare, curious, beautiful and perfect 
was by no means confined to books. 
Some years ago, when a “peach blow 
vase was sold by public auction at a 
high price enough to attract wide pub- 
lic attention and comment, Mr. Dana, 
through the columns of his paper, fur- 
nished much very interesting and in- 
structive information relative to the 
great eras of Chinese porcelain manu- 
facture, and it developed that he, him- 
self, was the owner of a rare and valu- 
able “peach blow” vase, which he had 
secured at a much lower figure than 
the one in discussion was sold for. His 
friends were fond of “poking fun” at 
him because at one time he took de- 
light in the breeding of poultry, a taste 
which ran parallel with that of the late 
Rutherford B. Hayes, and which Mr. 
Dana frequently made use of in his at- 
tacks on the latter. He was fond also 
of flowers, and was an amateur horti- 
culturist of ability. “At his summer 
home, ‘‘Dosoris,”” on Long Island, every 
species of flower cultivated in this zone 
out of doors or under glass was to be 
found. He was a lover of orchids, and 
his collection of them was large and 


varied. 
There was yet another side to 
Charles A. Dana’s' character—that 


which was seen by the employés of his 
paper. In them he inspired a feeling 
of admiration and respect that really 
amounted to affection. A former em- 
ployé, speaking of this feeling a short 
time before his death, said: “I have’ 
never seen the same sort of feeling be- 
tween chief and subordinates exist on 
any other paper. All of the employés 
seemed to have the question before 
them all the time as to whether Mr. 
Dana would like what they did. ‘ won- 
der how the chief would like this 
done?’ was a frequent question in the 
office. He was the only great editor 
of recent times at least whose sanctum 
door was never shut, and who was ap- 
proachable at all times by any subordi- 
nate on the paper, even the office boys. 

“He was averse to discharging men, 
and a former member of his staff wrote 
recently that in the past twenty years 
he discharged only four persons from 
the staff—two editors and two reporters 
—and that the men who came with 
him to the paper were either dead or 
with the paper yet. The traditions of 
the newspaper office which keep most 
editors of metropolitan journals iso- 
lated from their men had no weight 
with Mr. Dana, and he was often to be 
found in the reporters’ room, talking 
with whomsoever he had business. His 
good humor about his office was said to 
be almost perpetual, and it was ex- 
plained by one of his employés in the 
same way as his success: ‘He loved his 
business.’ ”’ 

This same employé, writing of Mr. 
Dana’s love for his profession, said: , 

“T have often heard of men who loved 
their business, and have often heard 
men claim that distinction for them- 
selves, but Charles A. Dana is the only 
man or journalist I ever saw or knew 
and heartily enjoyed his 
wor 

After he had reached the age of 70 
Mr. Dana was described by an associ- 
ate to be ‘“‘the youngest man in spirits 
on the staff of the Sun.” 

A story is told that a famous Cabinet 
officer, while visiting the editor in his 
office one day, said: “Well, Mr. Dana, 
I dont’ see how you stand this infernal 
grind.” 

“Grind!”” he replied with a look of 
astonishment. ‘‘You were never more 
mistaken. I have nothing but fun.” 

On another occasion he is quoted as 
saying to a decrepit man of his ac- 
quaintance: “You’re letting yourself 
grow old. Do you read novels and play 
billlards and walk a great deal?” “No, 
no, no,’’ replied the old man, sadly, at 
each pause. ‘“‘Well, I do,” said 
Dana, with the exuberance of a child. 
“T have fun from morning until night.” 

Mr. Dana’s relatives and social inti- 
mates were attached more strongly to 
him than is usual, but Some of them 
disagreed with his opinions very 
strongly. Some one asked a near rela- 


tive how she got along with Mr. Dana’s |’ 


politics. “I never heard that Charles 
had any,” she replied. “In his family 
he is more than beloved; he is idolized.” 
Up to his last illness Mr. Dana was a 
rsistent worker. He went to his 
office at 10 in the morning and remained

A compositor said of him once: “He 
can raise more Cain with a proof than 
any other man in the world.” 

He was very quick mentally gnc 
physically. He could scan all the New 
York morning papers in fifteen min- 
utes. He seemed to see instinctively 
what each paper contained that was 
noteworthy. A new man on the staff 
of the Sun noticed that he sent for the 
papers every morning, and almost in- 
stantly returned them. Being curious 
to know what the chief did with them, 
he asked the office boy, a typical New 
York lad. ‘‘Well,” replied the boy, “TI 
pite ’em on his desk and he fires ’em 
on de floor and den I gadder e’m up 
again and bring ’em back to you.” 

An old employé of the Sun writing of 
Mr. Dana’s quickness of decision, 
wrote: “In order not to bother him too 
often oneof his Heutenants used to save 
up things about which it was necessary 
to consult him. On one day only twa 
matters occurred that called for his 
counsel. The lieutenant decided to go 
to the chief and say that there was a 
man in the office who had tanned a 


piece of human skin, and had made @ | 


pair of boots of it, and did Mr. Dana 
want an article written about it. Also 
that up in St. Johnsbury, Vt., a cler- 
gyman had been arrested upon a crim- 
inal charge, and there was to follow a 
long and complicated story about that. 
The lieutenant went into his chief's 
room, and this is what was said: 

“Mr. Dana, there’s a man at my desk 
who has tanned human hide and a pair 
of boots——”’ 

“Ugh,” said Mr. Dana, “show him 
out of the office.” 

“Yes, sir,” replied the Heutenant,

Mr. Dana carried his years very well, 
and up to the time of his death looked 
much younger than he was. The cari- 
caturists who made his face familiar to 
the public represented him with a short 
and rotund figure, and gave his 
shoulders a stoop. As a matter of fact, 
he was very erect of carriage. He 
was six feet tall, and notwithstand- 
ing his many years of work at a desk 
he was as erect asa West Point cadet. 
Although Mr. Dana’s erty and coun- 
try homes were furnished luxurtously 
and artistically, his office, or ‘“‘work- 
shop,” as he called it, was furnished 
very plainly. It was uncarpeted, and 
there were two long flights of stairs 
to climb before reaching it. On the 
walls hang pictures of Lincoln, the four 
Harper brothers, Count Johannes, 
Horace Greeley reading a copy of the 
Tribune, and a steel engraving of a 
young girl in dreamy meditation. There 
was also a faded chromo of the Em- 
peror William of Germany, and a 
medallion bust of Ben Butler. In the 
middle of the room was the editor's 
desk. Upon one corner of it was a re- 
volving book-case within easy reach of 
his hand. The contents of the bookcase 
were chiefly works of reference. There 
were also two small tables in the 
room, one of which stood beside a 


window which overlooked City Hall 


Park. During the latter years of his 
life, Mr. Dana had fallen inte the 


habit of doing much of his work at this . 


table. 

He was on terms of intimacy with 
many of the greatest men of this coun 
try and some of Europe. Many ag 
them came to him for advice in mat- 
ters of great moment, and in more 
than one national crisis he is e- 
lieved to have been the “power behin 


the throne.”’

was, it may be well to quote from one 
of his last editorials which attracted 
national attention. It was publshed 
during the last Presidential campaign, 
just after the Nationar Demooratio 
party—gold Democrats—had nomi- 
nated candidates, was headed “A 
Splendid Ticket—Don’t Vote for It,’* It 
was, in part, as follows:

BETTER MAIL SERVICE. 


a Department of Commerce and 
Industry by Act of Congress— 
More Pamphlets for Distsribu- 
tion, 


At the regular meeting yesterday of 
the board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce, the matter of better mail 
service for the city was again taken 
up, and the following reply to the 
communication sent-to Washington by 
the Chamber of Commerce was read 
and placed on’ file: 

“Office of General Superintendent Rail- 
way Service, Postoffice Department. 
“WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Oct. 25, 1897. - 

“Hon. Charles Forman, President 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
Los Angeles, Cal.—Dear Sir: I have 
the honor to acknowledge receipt of 
your favor of the 7th inst., addressed 
to the Honorable Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General, and which was 
referred by him to this office, the same 
covering reference of certain papers 
signed by the Hon. W. C. Patterson 
and others, in the matter of distribu- 
tion of mail for Los Angeles city upon 
roads centering there from the East 
In reply, I beg to state that the mat- 
ters complained of, so far as they re- 
late to this service, has already been 
under consideration, and provision had 
been made for the appointment of two 
additional clerks (by transfer) to the 
line of the Albuquerque and Los Ange- 
les Railway postoffice, (Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé Railway,) who 
shovld assist in the distribution of Los 
Angeles city mail. It had not been 
possible to get these clerks into active 
service up to the 15th inst., but- the 
Superintendent of Railway Mail Serv- 
ice, San Francisco, Cal., was on that 
date instructed to wire to have these 
transfers put into effect at once, and 
it is believed that with this assistance 
upon the-Santa Fé line that the delays 
complained of in the matter of city 
distribution will be fully remedied.

Prof. Hayne asks for 
several pounds of the fruit, -and for 
seed, that he may make thorough tests 
of its properties. He also wishes for 
samples of all varieties of olives from 
different soils to be sent to Berkeley 
for examination.

The Board of Supervisors turned out 
the principal business rransacted at 
the Courthouse yesterday, and .that 
was confined chiefly to routine lines. 

John Moor, arrested for aitempting 
to pass a Confederate $10 bill in pay- 
ment of a claim of Landlord Flour on 
October 21, was ordered released from 
the City Jail, upon habeas corpus, by 
Judge Smith, but the writ was un- 
necessary as, it appears, the Chief of 
Police had already turned the man 
loose upon the belief that there was 
no evidence against him sufficient tc 
convict. John Roache, Moor’s part- 
ner, who was arrested at the same 
time, was also set at liberty.

GOOD NEWS. 


SPRING STREET WILL BE RESUR- 
FACED ONCE. 


Owners of a Majority of the Front- 
age Petition the Council to 
Make the Improvement — New 
Buildings to be Erected for the 
Fire Department. . 


Spring. street will be repaved as soon 
as the necessary preliminary steps can 
be taken. 

For weeks past a petition asking 
that the improvement be made has been 
in circulation among the properly-own- 
ers on the street, and those having the 
matter in hand have labored unremit- 
tingly to secure a majority of the 
frontage. Their work was finally 
crowned with success, the last signa- 
ture necessary to make a majority be- 
ing secured yesterday afternoon. The 
credit of this success is largely due to 
D. C. McGarvin, and he has been ably 
seconded by Street Superintendent John 
Drain and by Fred Eaton. 

The protest against repaving, which 
was filed several weeks ago, Was re- 
ferred last Monday to the City Attor- 
ney to determine whether it actually 
represented a majority of the frontage. 
This investigation has now been ren- 
dered unnecessary. 

The law’ provides that such an im- 
provement can be defeated by a ma- 
jority protest, and that after such pro- 
test has been filed, no new proceedings 
for the same improvement can be com- 
menced for a period of six months, 
unless it shall be requested by a ma- 
jority of the frontage. When it be- 
came apparent that the Spring street 
protestants had at least an apparent 
majority of the frontage, a petition 
asking that the street be repaved was 
at once put in circulation. One after 
another of the original protestants has 
changed front and signed the petition. 
It now represents approximately 5400 
feet, which is more than a majority. 
and two or three property-owners 
whose names are not yet on the peti- 
tion have agreed to sign it. 

The petition will not be filed with 
the City Clerk until Saturday, so that 
all the recalcitrant protestants who 
have not yet signed it may hav2 an 
opportunity to come in out of the wet. 
On Monday the petition will be pre- 
sented to the City Council, and it is 
expected that action will be taken as 
soon as possible. 

The only proviso contained in the 
petition is the stipulation that the 
cost shall not exceed 9 cents per square 
foot, which is equivalent to about 
$1.70 per front foot. There is no ques- 
tion that the work can be done within 
this figure. 

It is said that the water company 
is preparing to lay a large main in 
the street before the work of resur- 
facing is commenced. 


NEW FIRE ENGINE HOUSES, | 


How the Fire Bonds Will be Used. 
Leeations of Buildings. 

The Fire Commissioners met yester- 
day morning. The most important 
business transacted was the adoption 
of a report to the City Council, out- 
lining the’ improvements to be made 
with the proceeds of the proposed bond 
issue. The report was as follows: 

“The Board of Fire Commissioners of 
the city of Los Angeles finds that 
the public interests and necessity of 
the people of the city of Los Angeles 
demand the acquisition of certain land, 
the construction of certain buildings 
thereon, and the equipping of said 
buildings with fire-alarm and fire-ex- 
tinguishing apparatus, for the use of 
the fire department of said city, the 
estimated cost of ali of which is the 
sum of $150,000. The Board of Fire 
Commissioners therefore submit to the 
said City Council the pfans and estj- 
mates for such buildings, and the 
equipping thereof witn fire-alarm and 
fire-extinguishing apparatus, and ap- 
pliances, and of the cost of the land to 
be purchased. 

“The plans and estimates have been 
adopted by the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners, and are hereby transmitted to 
‘the City Council for its adoption, and 
that it may serve as a basis for the 
proceedings incident to the issuance of 
such bonds, and the board respect- 
fully requests, that the Council take 
into consideration the propositions 
herewith submitted. ane cal! an elec- 
tion for the issuance of bonds, and 
take such other proceedings as may be 
necessary and lawful! in the premises.

“Prior to the adopting of estimates 
of cost of such buildings and equipping: 
of same with fire-extinguishing 
paratus and appliances, the Board of 
Fire Commissioners obtained from the 
Superintendent of Buildings of the 
city of Los Angeles the plans of said 
new buildings, which are submitted 
herewith, and the probable cost of the 
same, and from the chler engineer of 
the fire department, estimates of: the 
probable cost of fitting the same with 
fire-extinguishing apparatus and ap- 
pliances. 

“According to the foregoing plans 
and estimates, the total cost of said 
proposed lands, buildings and fire-ex- 
tinguishing apparatus and appliances, 
will amount to $150.000.”’ 
CONDITION OF THE FIRE EN- 

GINES. 

Chief Moore presented reports from 
the engineers of the eight steam fire 
engines upon the condition of the boil- 
ers. All were reported as in good con- 
dition, except engines No. 1 and No. 2. 
The boiler of engine No. 1 was reported 
as very weak, and the flues were said 
to be leaking. It had been necessary 
to reduce the pressure from ninety to 
sixty-five pounds. The engineer con- 
sidered the engine unreliable though 
not dangerous. 

A leak in the boiler of engine No. 2 


| was reported. 


These reports were accompanied by 
a statement from Chief Moore, in 
which.he said: 

“Some of the apparatus, as you are 
well aware, while still serviceable and 
not dangerous, is old and very much 
worn and weak. In case of a big fire it 
is liable to give out. I therefore, ask 
that you request the honorable Coun- 
cil to advertise for bids for furnish- 
ing two steam fire engines of the 
second class of the best workmanship, 
material and pattern, to take the place 
of engines’ No. 1 and No. 2, which 
have been in service twenty-five and 
twenty-two years, respectively. On the 
arrival of the new engines, the old 
ones can be rebuilt and furnished with 
new boilers, and used as relief en- 
gines.”’ 

This report was adopted, and referred 
to the Council. 

The suggestion that two new fire en- 
gines should be purchased by the city 
has a Significar.t bearing upon the con- 
troversy between the Fire Department 
and the Boiler Department. Chief 
Moore says that while all of his en- 
cones are 1cesonaby safe in the hands 
of their engineers, who know .§ their 
weak points; there are three or four 
of the engines that would not paés 
miuster of examination by the #viler 
jnspector. If these engines should be 
condemned, it would be neceSsa:y 
reviace them with new ones, A steam 
fine engine costs from $4000 to $5000. 
The Council will be confronted with the 
probability that the first result of al- 
lowing the Boiler Inspector to inspect. 
the fire engines will be a demand on 
the city treasury of from $12,000 to $165,- 
000 for new engines. This will be most 
unwelcome in the present condition of 
the city finances. Whether this con-- 
sideration will have any influence upon 
the controversy between the Fire and 
Boiler Departrhents remains to be seen. 

WILL INVESTIGATE. 

The application of M. 8S. Kornblum 
for a permit to erect and operate a 
steam boiler for dye works at No. £16 
East Washington street came up for 
consideration. The application uas. been 
strenuously opposed by Easton & 
Eldridge, who sold \to Kornblum the 
lots he is oecupliyng. They say that the 
value of neighboring property would 
be seriously i y the erection 
ot a dyehouse. In this 


contention they} 


supported by a number prop- 


ertv-owners. 

Kkernblun: asserts that when Easton 
X Eldridge sold the lots to him they 
were fully aware of the use he pro- 


‘posec to make of them. 


The commissioners decided to make 
& personal inspection of the permises 
to‘ay. postponing a decision upon the 
application till next week. 

Permission was granted to the Los 
Angeles Brewing Company to erect 
and operate.a steam plant with crude 
oil burner, on the south side of East 
Main street, between Moulton and Wal- 
nut avenue.

| MUCH: WORK DISPOSED OF 


THE LAST SESSION OF THE SUPER- 
VISORS FOR OCTOBER. 


Several Cancellations of Erroneous 
Tax Sales Ordered—Residents of 
Azusa Fighting a Petition for 
a Liquor License. 


The Board of Supervisors had a very 
busy day of it yesterday. For the most 
part business was confined to routine 
matters ranging from the granting of 
saloon licenses to the discussion of 
opinions filed by the District Attorney. 

At the opening of the session Super- 
visor Davis, who has been wielding the 
gavel off and on, moved that Super- 
visor Hanley be chosen chairman pro 
tem. to act during the absence of 
Chairman Woodward, who is now in 
New York on his vacation. The mo- 
tion was carried. 

Petitions for the cancellation of er- 
roneous sales of property for taxes 
were filed by the following persons and 
favorably acted upon wy the hoard: 
E. B. Grosse, Charles I’. utts, E. W. 
Pratt, Mrs. Robertson, Romulo 
Pico, George’ R. Tucker, E. C. Ccle- 
man, Elliott C. Coleman, Mrs. “lla 
Story, Melissa S. Hartnett, Albert 
Schubert and F. E. Williams. 

For a long time the county and 
State authorities were considerably an- 
noyed by parties who had taken up 
government land and who discovered 
just before the filing sf ‘inal prvof that 
delinquent tax charges wero assessed 
against the land for which payment 
was demanded. Investigation would 
develop the fact that at so:ne previous 
date some person had filed a home- 
stead claim upon the property, but 
had abandoned it befure cominy into 
complete possession. In defanit of taxes 
the land would revert io the govern- 
ment. When another settler came 
along and took up the land he was soon 
confronted by the tax collector, who 
presented a claim of the existence of 
which the settler nad been entirely 
ignorant. 

The government at Washington rec- 
ognized the injustice of these claims 
against abandoned property, and a law 
was.-passed by which, upon preper 
proofs being filed with the boards of 
supervisors, these tax claims could ke 
cancelled. 

The board referred to th District 


_Attorney- a note received from the 
‘Tax Collector, requesting that the Au- 


ditor be instructed to credit his ac- 
count for the year ending June 30, 


1.1897, as follows: ‘‘Tincollected perscnal 
| property tax in excess of amount col- 


jected by County Assessor, $53.40. These 
several amounts are small ani = have 
ve due diligence to nake the cellec- 
tions. 

“Balance uncollected, Rubio Cafion 
Protection District, $6024.23. This in- 
cludes the 5 per cent. penalty. The de- 
linquent list for this sale was duly 
published in the Evening Express. Sale 
was prevented by injunction. Notice 
0’ same now in hands of District At- 
torney. 

“Balance appearing due for the Po- 
mona Orange Belt Irrigation District, 
$855.87. A settlement having been made 
between yourselves and the district. 
makes the total amount asked for as 
credit, $6935.50.”" 

The District Attorney was directed 
to advise the board as to the proper 
method of procedure in the matter of 
the redemption of property sold for 
taxes in the city of Long Beach, disin- 
corporated. 

The County Surveyor was directed 
to make a survey in Compton, with a 
view to draining the water from the 
streets. 

A pound district was established at 
Chatsworth upon petition of Charles 
Barker and others. 

George LeRoy was granted a license 
= conduct a saloon in Alhambra pre- 
cinet. 

The District Attorney filed an opin- 
ion in which he held that the board 
had no power to transfer $84.86 from the 
building fund to the sahool fund of 
the University School District. A pe- 
tition that such transfer be made was 
filed by the clerk of the. listrict sev- 
eral days ago, who stated that the 
amount in question was a surplus in 
the building fund, for which no need 
further g«xisted. 

Thirty-nine taxpayers of Azusa filed 
a protest against the granting of a 
saloon license to J. W. Cheney. 

The road deed of José Monroy, cen- 
veying land for the 
road was formally accepted and the 
property declared a public highway. 

The board passed favorably upon an 
agreement for the purchase of kt 4, 
block 5, in Glendale, from the Los An- 
geles A.O.U.W. Building Association. 


LOST HER SUIT. 


Mrs. Weis Will not Receive Dam- 
ages from Goytino. 

Judge Allen yesterday decided the 
suit brought by Mrs. L. Weis against 
H. Goytino for $5236 damages in favor 
of the defendant. Mrs. Weis aNeged 
that several months ago a dog belong- 
ing to Goytino pounced upon and bit 
her, causing her to remain under a 
physician’s care for many weeks.

San Diego Land and Town Company

AFTER FORTY-SEVEN YEARS. 


The Los Angeles of 1897, as Seen by 
an Argonaut of 1850. 


Among the visitors to Los Angeles 
on the occasion of the recent special 
conclave of the State Grand Command- 
ery, Knights Templars, was William 
S. Moses of San Francisco, who came 
with California Commandery, No. # 
Knights Templars. 
resident of Los Angeles for a few 
months, in the long ago. He arrived 
in the city for the first time October 
26, 1850, and resided here until April 1, 
1851. At his recent visit he was un- 
able to find any person living whom 
he knew forty-seven years ago. In a 
private letter, written to a friend now 
resident of this city, Mr. Moses speaks 
interestingly of his impressions of Los 
Angeles, after an absence from the city 
of nearly half acentury. The Times is 
permitted to copy the essential portions 
of the letter, which will be read with 
general interest. Mr. Moses says: 

“As for myself, I noted with the 
greatest pleasure, coupled with aston- 
ishment, the wonderful changes that 
forty-seven years had wrought in a 
place that I entered an invalid, with 
many misgivings as to the future—if, 
indeed, I might hopefully make claim 
to even so much as a week of it. But, 
with a naturally good constitution, a 
disposition to look on the brighter side 
of the cloud of adversity that seemed 
lowering over me, the bracing influ- 
ences of an exceptionally fine autumn, 
and the kindly ministrations of a good, 
motherly old lady, I passed! the critical 
period of the disease and rapidly re- 
gained that robust health that has for 
the past forty-seven years uniformly 
attended me. Therefore, I shall ever 
praise the city of Los Angeles. But for 
my sojourn there, it is more than prob- 
able I should not be living to praise 
that or any place. 

“I noted with pleasure the changes 
in the business portion of the town, In 
lieu of the one-story adobe stores, with 
their asphaltum roofs and a uniform 
porch from house to gutter over the 
sidewalks, from which melted asphal- 
tum dripped in a windrow of pitch 
during the warm season, I found the 
stately modern business houses that 
will successfully invite challenge of

comparison with any of our modern 
cities; a magnificent system of street 
railways, that change a suburb of ten, 
or-even twenty, miles, to an intimate 
integral of the city; a system of bi- 
tuminous pavements that would cer- 
tainly make an old man of more than 
three score and ten a devotee of the 
‘silent steed,’ were he a resident of your 
city; a railway center that makes 
tributary to your merchants and man- 
ufacturers a hundred interior towns; a 
seaport now about to be improved by 
the general government that will in- 
vite competition in trade, in place of 
Strangulation, had a rival project been 
successful. 

“But the most wonderful of all to 
me is the transformation in the resi- 
dence districts. It seems almost in- 
comprehensible that it can-be so, for I 
have but to close my eyes and men- 
tally glance in the mirror of memory 
When I seein the place of those beau- 
tiful drives, magnificent dwellings and 
enchanting parks, the barren, undulat- 
ing plains, brown with the withered 
vegetation of a departing summer, the 
arroyos dry and dusty, the retreat of 
the timid rabbit and the ever-alert 
ground squirrel from the predaceous 
coyote. A mile either way from the 
then center of the town—the old cathe- 
dral—brought one entirely beyond all 


residences, and made him virtually a 


tresspasser upon the lands of some of 
the old Spanish families, whose posses- 
sions were not limited to feet or acres, 
but were described by leagues. Toward 
the sea, in the direction of San Pedro, 
probably from ten to fifteen thousand 
head of cattle were at any time visible; 
the price thereof was $5 each. 

“I remember a great horse race be- 
tween horses owned by ex-Gov. Pio 
Pico and Don José Sepulveda, where 
the stakes were 10,000 cattle on either 
side. It was run before sunrise, on the 
San Pedro road, and was twenty-seven 
miles -in length—four and one-half 
leagues out and return, or nine leagues 
in all... In the place of all those 
primitive, and to me strange, surround- 
ings, I find the modern, stirring, busi- 
ness city. No one can appreciate the 
wonderful change more fully than my- 
self. From a town that had, by vot- 
ing roll, only four score Americans, 
while there were nearly twelve hun- 
dred native Californians, I find a city 
of 103,000, bustling, active, energetic, 
modern, live people. 

“Is it all a dream—a mere phantasy 
of the brain, superinduced by the gen- 
erous and kindly hospitalities of the 
new friends I made while :here? For, 
of those whom I knew in 1850, not one 
is now living. I looked for them, but 
saw them not. I called them; they an- 
swered not. I extended the hand fra- 
ternal; it closed upon my own empty 
palm. Of all the faculties I possess; 
memory alone is faithful to me.” 

Mr. Moses, although past 70 years of 
age, is alert and vigorous, having the 
general appearance of a man in the 
early fifties... He is the oldest Past 
Master, excepting one, under the Cali- 
fornia jurisdiction. . He is the oldest 
member of the Grand Lodge, except- 
ing one, having been a _ continuous 
member since May 6, 18538. He was 
made a Mason in January, 1849, in 
Rochester, N. Y. He was Grand Mas- 
ter of the Grand Consistory, thirty- 
second degree of the A. and A., Scottish 
Rite in 1891. and received the Order of 
the Grand Cross, thirty-second degree, 
in 1892, being the only one so honored 
in the State of California. Mr. Moses 
resides at San Francisco, where he has 


for several years past been superin- 


tendent of the Masonic Cemetery.
